ADVICE BY WAHLBERG 


Says Cheap Goods Costly In 
Run, 
Cause 
Water Wastage 
Long 


Big Gain Shown In Scope 
of Farm Advisors’ 
Activities in State 


T ha t the concrete pipe demonstra 
tions started by the Orange county j 
farm bureau w ill ultim ately have the 
result of saving ranchers thousands 
of dollars in loss of irrigation w a -j 
ter, is the declaration of at lea st one' 
pipe dealer, 
Farm Advisor H. E.i 
W ahlberg stated today. 
“A good deal of favorable rea ction1 
ha s resulted from the recent dem­ 
onstrations held in Santa Ana and 
Fullerton," said W ahlberg. 
“Farm ers who previously bought 
irrigation pipe on looks and cut ra te 
prices have found upon investiga­ 
tion and in many ca ses sad experi­ 
ence that the cheap pipe was the 
m ost expensive in the long run. 
“The only logical way to get qual­ 
ity pipe is to buy on pressure te s t 
“A pipe tha t will undergo rea son­ 
able pressure has been made of good, 
clean m aterial — clean 
sand 
and 
gravel." 
Rock Dust Used 
“Rock dust is being used to a con­ 
siderable extent by pipe m anufactur­ 
ers in the making of concrete pipe 
in conjunction with cem ent. 
T his 
by-product of the cem ent m ill was 
form erly discarded, but is now used 
to exceeding advantage in building a 
strong pressure pipe. 
“Poru3 pipe is not only subject 
to excessive leakage, 
but under a l­ 
kaline soil condition breaks 
down 
and rots in a com paratively short 
tim e. 
“The farm bureau has been grea t­ 
ly concerned about the distribution 
of pipe in Orange county, realizing, 
from the large number of complaints 
tha t come to my office, tha t m iles of 
poor pipe have been laid. 
“A list of m anufacturers of reli­ 
a ble pressure test pipes has been 
compiled by the farm bureau which 
is available to prospective concrete 
pipe buyers. 
M an y interested 
“Dealers as well as farm ers a re vi­ 
ta lly interested in the improvement 
of pipe quality, as may be illu stra t­ 
ed by the many letters coming to me 
commending the movement. 
“One 
prom inent 
Orange county 
dealer 
said: 
“ ‘I think when you started 
test 
ing of concrete pipe 
you 
som ething that will save the ranch- 1 
ers thousands of dollars in water. 
I ’ll w arrant you will find out things 
about the different pipe tha t will 
surprise you. 
“ ‘i hope you keep a fter this pipe 
testing until every yard of pipe in 
the county is tested and the results 
a re published and then advise the 
rancher to buy his pipe according to 
the pressure test 
and percolation 
test. 
“ 'There have always been cheap 
pipe men who m ake cheap pipe and 
sell it cheap. 
They la st for a tim e, 


During 1919 the farm advisors 
in California m ade 25,116 farm 
visits to help solve specific prob­ 
lems a t the request of the farm ­ 
ers, according to B. H. Crocber- 
cn, sta te leader of farm advis­ 
ors, a copy of whose annual re­ 
port has been received here. 
During 1920, the report contin­ 
ues, the farm visits so made in­ 
creased to 26,689. 
The number 
of persons who called at the ag­ 
ricultural extension offices in the 
counties to ask advice increased 
from 47,306 in 1919 to 57,062 in 
1920. 
There was also a great 
increa se in the num ber of m eet­ 
ings, from 5479 in 1919 to 8184 
in 1920, while the total attendance 
at these m eetings increased from 
206,475 to 323,266. 
During every 
working day of the year the farm 
advisors held an average of 27 
m eetings, at each of which there 
were present a group of 41 rural 
persons. 
The boys’ agricultural clubs in­ 
creased from the 1919 enrollment 
of 2084 to 2798, while the num­ 
ber of those who handed in defin­ 
ite records of th eir work increa s­ 
ed from 1249 to 1550.

profit made by boys from 
their

in 
agricultural 
clubs 
practically doubled,

crea sing from $28,930 to $59,938.
